In this extensive trip over that far- 
famed, but as yet little known coun- 
try, Mr. Eymundson has had a good 
opportunity of seeing the northern 
land, and he was not slow to note the 
magnificent future that it possesses. 

He went north for the purpose of 
locating a number of settlers, and 
with this object in view he made a 
close study of the territory through 
which he passed. 

He was considerably surprised at 
the amount of wooded land along the 
river, where, in his opinion, the fin- 
est timber in the world grows. At 
the Crossing the banks tower 700 ft. 
perpendicularly above the river. He 
nad been informed before his trip 
that a prairie country extended for 
miles on either bank, but this he

COMMISSION 


Has Been Applied for by Miners of 
Southern Alberta—Grave Con- 
dition May Result. 


Special to The Bulletin. 

Ottawa, April 3.—Application has 
been made to the Federal authorities 
by the miners of Alberta, represented 
at the Calgary coal convention, which 
terminated so suddenly, and resulted 
n a lock-out at the Taber mines, and 
a discontinuance of work at the mines 
at Blairmore, for a commission to 
investigate the alleged violation by 
the mine operators, of the Act re- 
sently passed by the Dominion Par- 
-iament, respecting the regulation cf 
industrial disputes. The feeling pre- 
vails here that a commission of in- 
quiry, before which each party will 
be heard, may continue the present 
condition for months merely by bring- 
‘uz question after question before the 
commission which may come west 
under this bill. 

The whole dispute, of course, reste 
m the old union principle—Shall the 
sperators employ any but union men? 
Cha miners will not work with non- 
anion men, while the owners assert 
that they will not discriminate be- 
tween non-union and union labor. 
The miners claim the operators have 
already violated the letter as well 
as the spirit of the industrial labor 
bill by the lock-out declared at Leth- 
bridge and Taber. Lethbridge and 
faber are not concerned in this im- 
nediate discussion, sinee each has 
4 separate agreement, that the alleg-

ed arbitrary act of the operators in 
closing the Taber mine, in defiance 
of the industrial disputes act, may 
result in the miners further ignor- 
ing this legislation, If this is done 
t is expected to precipitate a very 
grave condition, and cause prosecu- 
‘ions under the act. Both sides as- 
sert, however, that they have obey- 
od the law, and will continue to do 
50. The trouble involves four thou- 
and men located in the following 
mines: Coleman, Frank, Blairmore, 
Lille, Bellevue and Bankhead.

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A GOVERNMENT THAT TALKS. 

The Alberta Government's telephone 
policy now speaks for iteelf—from 
Calgary to Banff. A few days ago 
the first conversation overt @ govern- 
ment owned telephone line in Canada 
passed along the wires from the home 
city of the Minister of Public Works 
to the town in the mountains. The 
great National Park of Canada could 
hot hear the voice of Calgary until | 
the new provincial government of 
Alberta came to the rescue. 

The completion of this first link in 
the chain of government telephones 
in this. province is an event of no 
small importance. In this undertak- 
ing Alberta is blazing the trail and 
doing the pioneer work. Other pro- 
vinces have discussed the question 
and considered it. but the Minister of 
Public Works here was the first to 
act and to carry to completion a gov- 
ernment owned telephone the line 
will be carried on vigorously during 
the present summer, and before the 
end of 1907 lines will have been built 
in many sections of the province and 
the government system will become 
one of the important telephone sye- 
tems of Canada.

SECRECY OF A BANK ACCOUNT. 
The people of Canada will hail with 
unstinted satisfaction the action of 
Mr. Justice Clute, of the Ontario 
Bench, in taking @ firm etand for 
the sanctity of the pank account in 
the suit of Peter Ryan against the 
Bank of Montreal. The Bank Act ex- 
pressly forbids the inspection of cus- 
tomers’ accounts save by a director 
of the bank in which the account is 
held. Yet for its own purposes the 
Bank of Montreal ignored this prohi- 
bition and permitted the account of 
one of its customers to be inspected 
by a rival and hostile party. 
Fortunately such cases are rare, and 
Canadian bansk observe the strictest 
secrecy in this regard, which lies at 
the very basis of public confidence in 
our banking system. It is hoped | 
that Justice Clute’s ruling and ad- 
monition will prevent any repetition 
of similar trangressions. In the course 
of his judgment Justice Clute said: 
“It is difficult to imagine anything 
more likely to shake public confid-

The Commissioners were authorised 
to take legal proceedings in an eft st 
te induce the C.N.R. to live up ta 
their agreement in reference to tne 
proper maintenance of street grates 
and of their tracks on the strects 
which the railway crosses in the city. 
The Commissioners asked for this 
authorization, in « report dealing 
with the application of Alex McLeod 
for compensation from the city, for 
damages to which he claimed his pro- 
perty had been subjected as a result 
of the crossing of the street on which 
he resided by the C.N.R. and the 
consequent diverting of traffic fron 
the street. On the advice of the city 
solicitor the Commissioners recom- 
mended that Mr. McLeod be not er- 
tertained. The report was adopted. 

Refuse to Refund. 

The information provided by the 
Commissioners led the Council to re- 
fuse to make the refund of taxes ap- 
plied for by the Edmonton Fruit and 
Produce Company. The Mayor stat- 
ed that the Commissioners would suz- 
gest that in future no refunds be 


made after a certain date. Refunds 
had been made wis year which 
amounted to a considerable sum.

Ald. Manson asked if any action 
had been taken with a view to secur- 
ing a sewer and waterworks super- 
intendent.
